Mrs. Murray R. Hubbard Delivered 
Notable Address Last Eveuing on 
This, The Leading Topic 
of The Day.

At Neptune Hall last night a most ftp 
prpciative audience of Maysville's best 
citizenship, listened with close ntten 
tion, that was most flattering to the 
speaker, to Mrs. Murray Rodman Hub- 
hard, as she made a most eloquent, 
forcible and logicnl appenl for franchise 
tor women. Her lecture wns replete 
with facts, forcible illustrations and 
touching stories showing the sad eondi 
tions nrising from woman's disfran- 
hiscd position. 
While men have been the wealth 
producers, yet upon women have de- 
volved the responsibility of its prudent 
outlay ami wise distribution. The nat 
ural query then is: Should the potential 
weapon, the ballot be given to tin* pro 
ducer alone? Creation is nn important 
1 unci ion hut is useless uulcss along with 
it goes conservation; and I submit that 
it the ballot is conferred upon the one, 
it is the part of wisdom" to confer it 
upon the other. The decision of the 
struggle of '01 was that this country 
•Mid not exist half slave— half free. I 
believe sincerely that its betterment 
and progress will be enhanced by a eon 
stitutioual declaration that this is a 
real DattOeracy wherein all citizens, 
men and women, share and share alike 
the responsibility of choosing those 
who make and conotrue -the laws gov 
i ruing the home, wherein resides the 
foundation of civic liberty. In primi 
live times the man and woman equally 
arded the home. The club was the 
only weapon of defense and each used 
it equally in the protection of the home. 
When with the enlightenment of civil- 
lafttioa the domination o. brute strength 
guve way to peaceful government, the 
luh which was used by both was 
superseded by the ballot only, in the 
i. a n . Is of the man. 

It is conceded that the home is the 
foundation of government. In it we 
tin,| the principles of Democracy per- 
lectly applied. We Would never pre 
some to Sftl Ihe elliciency of that home 
by withholding from it the usefulness 
of either the mini or woman. And I 
believe this larger home, the city, the 
State, the Nation, has half of its etlic 
leney withheld by denying women the 
franchise. 

Government is merely a transaction 
of the people's business iu a great cor- 
poration. Now, if women haw sto.'k i 
a bank or other corporation, who would 
deny them the right to transact their 
business by virtue of this stock at n 
itoekholders' meeting? la city, Stale 
or Federal (ioveriiinent, we find both 
the woman's and man's point of view. 
Men are likely to vote in the terms they 
think which >eoms to be dollars; 
women would vote in the terms they 
think, home and children. We reuiein 
bat a recent congress voted an appro 
printion of *:1.(Mm>,im)0 for the propaga- 
tion of fine hogs and the same con- 
gress appropriated $30,000 for child wel 
fare. If mothers had been among the 
Doaatitnaata 1 think more consideration 
would have been given the child.

We notice in the popular bouse of 
Congress a resolution reciting that our 
standing army was too small, that our 
navy meager, it has not enough men to 
man our battleships. This is merely a 
straw in the breeze but it is a danger 
ligaai Even now but for our brilliant 
Secretary of State Bryan and our in 
.omparable President, we would be at 
war with Mexico. We were happy in 
the belief that We were living in a civ- 
ilized age because our wonderful Presi 
dent had piloted us safely through 
those troubles. Our belief in peace re- 
ceived a shock when we find civilized 
Europe engaged in the most brutal war 
ot history.
